The shlp-buildlog of 1877 was larger 
than for several years, but is not expected 
to hold on through 1878, od account of the 
low rates of freight prevailing od the ocean. 
About 75,000 tons of wooden shipping was 
baht in Maine and New Hampshire, 15,000 
In MifHffhiiSTttT; 25,000 at other points 
along the cook, While the Delaware River 
yttria turned out half-a-dozen iron steam­ 
ships, ^mounting Jo 1$,000 tons. Ameri­ 
can white oak vessels of first quality, as 
weU as the iron vessels, are produced as 
cheaply as the same craft can be produced 
anywhere in the world. Some thirty or 
forty old vessels have been sold to Norwe­ 
gians and Germans for the petroleum 
trade. The Clyde, the centre of English 
iron ship-building, baa turned out about 
the same number in 1877 as in 1876, but 
the market for steamers of the poorer grade 
la greatly overstocked. One Liverpool 
firm issues a catalogue of 212 steamers for 
sale, many of which are fitted up with old 
style machinery and appointments.

ARMISTICE. 


Jealousy—A ustria Wants a Peace Confer­ 
ence—R ussia Objects—The U lterior Nego­ 
tiations and Demands. 
London, Feb. 5—6 a. rn.—Austria has is­ 
sued invitations to the other Great Powers 
to hold a conference in Vienna. The ar­ 
mistice and peace preliminaries having 
been signed, it is desirable to make a defi­ 
nite and lasting settlement ,of the Eastern 
Question as soon as possible. There seems 
to be no objection to holding a conference, 
which may be regarded as a continuation 
of those held in London and Constantino­ 
ple. but Russia objects to Vienna aa the 
place of sitting, it would seem that the 
close of hostilities between Russia aud Tur­ 
key ought to Insure the keeping of the 
peace by the other powers, but there is a 
most uneasy feeling everywhere, particu­ 
larly in Austria. 
The British Ministry persists in demand­ 
ing the vote of extra supplies, although a 
compromise was offered by Gladstone last 
night. Russia seems to think mat further 
precautions ought to be taken, and bas 
ordered the mobilization of 44,000 men of 
the new levy. 
The Czar, in a speech to the Viborg reg­ 
iment on Munday, uientioned the necessity 
of holding themselves prepared until he 
obtained a durable peace worthy of Russia 
It is understood that the ulterior negotia­ 
tions and indemnity mentioned In the pre­ 
liminaries of peace refer to the passage of 
the Dardanelles by war-ships of all na­ 
tions as before, and the tranafer of the 
Turkish fleet to Russia, for greater advan 
Lathes than the free passage of the Darden- 
ellea to all nations. 
While the general 
prospects of peace are much improved, 
there is such a feeling of distrust aud jeal 
nosy among the European nations aa to 
make the situation a critical one, and the 
possibilities of dangerous complications 
are not very remote.

■ A LOTTERY OF DEATH. 
Confederate Measures of Retaliation 
for cite ll an a in a of Spies in Ken* 
tack y . 


RY GENERAL ROBERT 8. NORTHCOTT. 
In the early part of the year 1863, Gen­ 
eral Burnside, who was in command of the 
Federal forces m Kentucky, apprehended 
two Confederate captains, whom upon in­ 
vestigation, he adjudged to be spies, and 
executed them by hanging. The Confed 
erate Government 'when it came to 1 
knowledge of this execution, averred that 
the two captains who bad thus been sum­ 
marily executed by General Burnside were 
not spies, and resolved upon measures of 
retaliation by hanging two Federal officers 
of equal rank. Shortly after mis Captain 
Samuel McKee, of the Fourteenth Ken­ 
tucky (Federal) Cavalry, was captured sud 
con ti Qed in Libby prison, and the Confed 
erates refused to parole him for exchange, 
announcing that they would hang him ss 
sa offset to one of me spies hung by Burn­ 
side. Subsequently s large number of Fed­ 
eral officers were captived st Rome, Ga.. 
and Winchester, Va. These were all con­ 
fined in Libby prison, Richmond, Vs. 
After the Confederates had obtained poses- 
sion of all these officers there was an cider 
issued by General Winier, Provost Mar­ 
shal of me Confederacy, that all the Fed­ 
eral captains then prisoners of war, should 
draw lots to ascertain which two of the 
whole number should be executed by 
way of retaliation for the Kentucky spies. 
On the morning of the 6th of July, 1863, 
the three hundred officers in Libby be­ 
came almost jubilant over the news that a 
fiag-of-truce boat had arrived st City 
P oint for the purpose of conveying the 
Federal troops to Annapolis. 
This good 
news was followed by sn order for all the 
ciptama in the prison to report in one of 
the lower rooms. This following so close 
upon the news of the arrlyal of the fiag-of- 
truce boat, was regarded as still more en­ 
couraging. The prisoners concluded that 
the captains were ordered down for me 
purpose of being paroled preparatory to 
being conveyed to the boat, and that other 
officers would soon follow. The officers who 
had been left were in a state of intense 
anxiety to learn what disposition was to be 
made of the captains. They waited above 
sn hour lo this state of suspense when all 
me captains returned except two—but not 
in the same high spirits in which they left; 
but, on 
the contrary, in the 
deep­ 
est 
gloom. 
They 
had 
been 
breed to draw in a lottery in which the 
>nze was death. Two of their number 
tad drawn this prize. These were Cspt. 
leary W. Sawyer, of the 1st New Jersey 
Mvalry, sud John D. Flinn, 51rt Indians 
infantry. 
DRAWING LOTS FOB DEATH. 
When the captains had reached me room 
designated, the commandant of the prison 
qformed them that he had a very painful 
duty to perform; tost he iud been ordered 
ibat a1) life captain* should draw Iota to 
ascertain which two of thorn should be 
hang, by way of retaliation for the spies 
hung by Gen. Burnside. 
Aller he bad 
written me name of each on a small atip of 
paper and deposited it in a box he men 
informed mem mat they could select one 
ot their own number to draw two names 
from me box, and that me two mas drawn 
would 
suffer 
death 
by 
hanging. 
After 
consultation 
they 
concluded 
that the lots should be drawn by Rev. Mr. 
Hrown, the venerable Chaplain of the Filth 
Maryland Infantry, |who was accordingly 
sent for and consented to perform me sol­ 
emn work, and the result was that Captains 
Sawyer and Flinn drew the prize of death. 
Alter this all me captains save Sawyer and 
ff lino, were returned to their former quar­ 
ters. The latter were escorted to Gensrsl 
Winder’s headquarters, where sentence of 
death by banging was formally passed up­ 
on them, to take place st some time and 
place to be named by President Davis. 
They were returned to the prison and con­ 
fined to me cells for some days, but after a 
lime they were permitted to remain with 
the other officers during the day but las 
tened in cells during me night.

In sn interesting article on “Georgia 
Duels,” by H. W. Grady, in the Philadel­ 
phia Weekly Times, we find the following 
amusing account of a gentleman who 
wasn’t a duelist: 
‘There its one figure that Stands out re­ 
freshingly cool and unique during these 
troublous times. This was John M. Dooly, 
the man who announced that he would 
not,fight nuder any circumstances. He 
was probably the most brilliant man pro­ 
duced in that era, prolific of giants 
He 
was the peer of Crawford on any field, and 
his superior in the legal forum. His abili­ 
ties were transcendent, and his failure to 
make a national reputation arose doubt­ 
less from no other cause than his refusal to 
fight on any occasion. 
A non-combatant 
could not hold his head up in those turbu- 
lent^times. Dooly had me most delicious 
humor, and a sharp tongue withal. 
He 
was continually getting in to trouble be­ 
cause of his satirical saymgs. 
He was 
perfectly fearless of speech. Judge Gresh­ 
am once thaeateued to chastise him. Dooly 
replied. 
“You Cando so ii you like. 
You will 
get do credit for it, however. 
Anybody 
can do it, and a great many have done it.” 
He was once knocked down by a gentle­ 
man whom he had introduced as the inter­ 
ior judge of the inferior court of the inter­ 
ior county of Lincoln. He called lustily 
on the spectators for help, and when res­ 
cued from his ant agonist, rubbed his head 
so ' remarked, dryly : 
Well, that is the forty-second fight I 
have been engaged in, and if ever I got the 
best of a single one I do not remember it.” 
Before Dooly’s peace proclivities were 
fully known he was challenged to mortal 
combat by a Mr. Tate, who came to me 
field with Mr. W. H. Crawford as his sec­ 
ond . Dooly accepted the challenge. Tate 
had lost a leg and wore a wooden one. 
When be and his friend reached the field 
they fouud Dooly alone, sitting on a stump. 
“Where is your friend ?” asked Craw­ 
ford, in some surprise. 
“ He is in the woods, sir.” 
“And will be present in s moment, sir, I 
suppose ?” said Crawford. 
“Yes, as soon as he can find a bee gum.” 
“May I inquire what he wants with a 
bee-gum ” 
“Why,\I want to put my leg in it. 
Do 
you suppose I can afford to risk my leg of 
Cream Freezers 
and peg away as usual. If he hits mine, 
it may kill me to stump it the balance of 
my life. No sir; I must have a gum. 
Then I will be just as much wood as he is, 
and we will be ou equal terms.” 
*‘I understand you, Colonel Dooly; you 
do not intend to fight.” 
“Why, really, 
Colonel Crawford, I 
thought every bpdy knew that.” 
“Very well,'sir ? but remember, colonel, 
your name, in no enviable light, will fill 
the column of a newspaper to-morrow.,,

Oivil Service Reform. 
To the Editor: 
One oi the most common arguments in 
Ch tot of high 
sabines to government 
officials is that it requires better brain or 
talent to properly pertorm the duties, than 
in ordinary pursuits, hence to secure the 
best talent requires the biggest pay, which 
ii not true, ll does not reqaire more or 
better brains to conduct a Republican 
Government than to prosecute many of 
the productive industries. The same brain 
that will enable a man to become a good 
farmer, carpenter or millwright, will, with 
far less training and experience, enable 
him to perform the duties ot any office 
from President down. 
Indeed men who were but indifferent 
farmers or mechanics have been kriown to 
make first class government agents. 
Of 
this we have proof right here in Janesville 
Two carpenters for a wonder were appoint­ 
ed to office, one as postmaster, the other in 
tbs revenue service, and,though in no wise 
conspicuous as mechanics they both made 
lair officials. One in particular, the rev­ 
enue man, was a npstaver ; he acquired a 
national 
reputation, was consulted 
at 
Washington and sent all over the country 
wherever an intricate case needed looking 
into, and at last so famous was he getting 
to be, that he had to be kicked out, lest he 
should overstep them all, and get to hors­ 
ing the job himself. 
As to the postmaster, while it required 
several years of hard study for him to ac­ 
quire even a tolerable knowledge of car­ 
pentry, he mastered the whole art and 
mystery ot running a postoffice in about 
thirty days; and although not such a 
thundering fellow as the revenue man, 
yet 
he 
too 
was 
kicked 
out, not on account of any extraordinary 
smartness, however, but because he failed 
to comprehend the importance of that great 
factor in political arithmetic known as ad­ 
dition, division and silence, lie did not 
sneeze wheu the President took snuff, nor 
flop when he flopped, and so his head roll­ 
ed Into the baske'. 
We have hay mechanics and farmers in 
our Stale aud National Legislature aud in 
Gubernatorial and Presidential offices and 
though they acquitted themselves as well 
in those positions as the average, yet they 
were none of them, with the exception of 
Dr. Franklin, conspicuous for mechanical 
skill and ingenuity. 
Now if these facts teach anything it is 
that this notion which so generally pre­ 
vails that the same men when in official po­ 
sitions are entitled lo double, treble, quad­ 
ruple, yea, tenfold greater compensation 
than wheu engaged in productive occupa­ 
tions is false and absurd. That men who 
profit by the delusion should encourage it 
is not surprising, but that men who are 
compelled to work for wages that will just 
keep body and soul together should submit 
to be taxed from twenty to eighty per 
cent. to pay those exorbitant salaries, 
without making an effort to relieve them­ 
selves of the intolerable burden, argues a 
degree of stupidity that is simply amazing. 
They seem to think it is in the order of na­ 
ture, like the rising of the son or the change 
ot the seasons, for some to be hewers of 
wood and drawers ot water, to work bard 
and live on the plainest fare, that others 
may live at ease and roll In luxury, and 
until the world shall be disabused of this 
lanacy there is no hope of reform what­ 
ever. 
® When the great laboring masses come to 
understand that equality is the great law 
otynature, that the producers of wealth are 
beet entitled to its enjoyment, that the 
agents of government are the people's ser­ 
vants and entitled to no greater consid­ 
eration than their masters, that the most 
useful labor, ii any, should be best reward­ 
ed, and the most repugnant service held 
to be most hon arable; then there will be 
some hopes that the deadly Upas tree that 
now potions human happiness and makes 
life to mneteec-twentieths of the human 
family a curse, will be plucked up and de­ 
stroyed. 
This, to those tainted with the old feudal 
prejudice in favor of wealth aud aristocra ­ 
cy, may seem to be a sort of insanity; a sin 
against society both dangerous and dread­ 
ful. But it is the irresistible logic of the
